Vast Area Of Mountain Woodland 
Burned In Series Of Incendiary Fires 


65,000 Troops And 
Civilians In Hands 
Of Japs On Bataan 


Washington, April 17 (A P)—Tho War department an­ 
nounced today that more than 65,000 troops and civilians 
including 16 generals, had been unreported for more than a 
week on Bataan peninsula and were '‘presumably in the hands 
of the enemy/* 
This figure included approximately 35,000 combat troops, 
about 5,500 sick and wounded, a number of supply and other 
non-combatant troops and some 25,000 civilians, a commu­ 
nique reported. 
No reports of casualties in the last few days of fighting 
have been received, the communique said, but it was believed 
likely that losses were heavy on both sides. 
Evacuate 68 Nurses 
There were 68 Army nurses on Bataan, and all of them 
were evacuated to Corregidor island on April 9 along with a 
relatively small number of troops, the communique said. 
American-Filipino troops were reported today to be fight­ 
ing off an attack on Iloilo, Pansy Island City and last impor­ 
tant Philippines point still in American hands. 
A War department communique late yesterday said Japa­ 
nese troops landing from eight transports were engaged by 
American-Filipino forces defending Iloilo and Capiz, the main 
Pansy cities. The Japanese were estimated to number about 
8,000. They came ashore under cover of Naval gunfire and 
air bombardments. 
It u'hs considered likely that the Japanese were depending 
on destroyers for Naval support in the landing. 
The Iloilo 
river is too shallow for vessels drawing more than 15 feet.

Mort* than two thousand acres of mountain woodland, 
including a one thousand acre name refuge, lay a barren 
waste of scorched earth today from Big Flat to the peak of 
Pigeon Boost Ridge atop Piney Mountain, the result of a 
series of incendiary forest fires that were started shortly 
before noon Thursday and burned like a roaring inferno until 
after four o’clock this morning. 
From the Laurel Lake region, a few miles north of the 
fire tower on Big Flat to the southern slope of Pigeon Ridge, 
a distance of approximately eight miles, smoldering embers, 
smoking trees w?hose flame-scorched limbs stretched sky­ 
ward, heaps of hot ashes and fire-baked earth bear mute 
! testimony today to the damaging aftermath of man-made 
blazes that seared with devastating effect through the wood­ 
land of two counties. 
Patrol Wide Area 
Today fire-lighters were patroling the vast area while 
in the glass-enclosed coop atop the 60-foot steel fire observa­ 
tion tower on Big Flat watchers kept a constant look-out over 
the edges of the charred mountainsides and over other 
reaches of mountainland that were untouched by Thursday’s 
blazes. 
I 
b r-was from that fire tower that yesterday’s fires were 
spotted in quick succession—the first just before noon and the 
the last at 4:55 o’clock in the afternoon while Gettysburg 
Times reporters and a photographer wrere on the tower talk- 
ing with Thomas Norris, district forester, and Russell Heller, 
; 36, who discovered the series of blazes. Heller, forestry tower­ 
man, now lives at Pine Grove Furnace but formerly resided 
in Bendersville. 
Find Fire Set-Up 
Norris declared he is certain the fires were set deliberately. 
Early afternoon fires had as many as 20 points of origin while 
the last blaze discovered near the head of Dead Woman’s 
Hollow' at the foot of Gray Ridge had five definite starting 
points. Joe Stevenson, Orrtanna, a fire warden, reported to 
Norris that he found a carefully built "set” in which a loose 
wall of stones had been used to shield a candle flame that 
burned down to a pile of dry leaves while the “firebug” got 
lout of the vicinity. 
“Apparently the fires were set by a person or persons who 
drove around an eight-mile arc through the mountains set­ 
ting fires at many points,” Norris said. 
He added: “If we 
could get the persons who are setting these fires, w'e W'ouldn’t 
have any fires in this area,” implying that all the fires are of 
incendiary origin. 
Police Investigation 
Before the last of the fires broke out Mr. Norris had state 
motor policemen from Chambersburg in the fire area begin­ 
ning an investigation that continued today “hot” on the trail 
of what Norris described as a “good lead” in the case. 
By 4 a. rn. today all of the fires wrere reported “definitely 
under control” and by dawn the weary fire fighting crews 
were withdrawn, leaving only skeleton patrols on duty. 
Damage to state and privately owned lands iii the fire 
zone mounted into the thousands of dollars with the full 
extent of the loss not yet knowm. 
Fire fighters said that 
hunting lodges in the Tumbling Run section and the Laurel 
area may have been consumed but the greater damage was in 
the destruction of growing trees and tall timber in some areas. 
Call Out Soldiers 
The first crews of fire fighters were relieved about mid­ 
night by additional sections of forestry students from the 
Mont Alto school, 60 soldiers from the Carlisle Barracks who 
went into the mountains with an ambulance and two doctors, 
and volunteer crews of about 70 Dickinson college students 
from Carlisle. 
• 
Shifting winds Thursday afternoon and night complicated 
the job of the men fighting the blazes—sometimes helping 
but more often hindering their strategy of checking the rag­ 
ing fires at fire lines, narrow log roads through the hills or 
by the use of backfires. 
During the night food supplies were sent out to the men 
from the forestry school at Mont Alto, the district forestry 
office at Caledonia and from the kitchens of mountain homes, 
many of whose menfolk were in the hills as volunteer helpers 
or as members of fire wardens’ crews organized for just such 
an emergency.
